To get to the south side, we followed the clay-dirt 
road, which Kodeskl says la just aboutlmpassablc 
when it rains, that runs alongside the old now 
unused Rlchfleld-Falrvlew railroad tracks, There 
are no maritms to tell where to turn of I High way . 
75, but the road is located between the east and 
west extrance roads. 

The road leads to the Big Wood River gorge 
beneath the dam and forks off (o the right and up a 
steep rocky hllL bcfore iwlsiing leo degrcca and 
going across the dike. The dike l3 only passable 
during low water periods, which the reservoir is In 
at the present time. 

Before crossing the dike, one comes to a small 
oasis of huge cottonwxxKl trees — four of whlchare ' 
among the largest cottonwood trees Tve ever seen. 
I suspect the trees.wcre planted by whomever 
occupied a home that once stood on asllg^t hill 
looklngover the reservoir. 

Apparently the house burned, for all that stands 
now arc the lava-rock folindation and a gigantic 
chlmiu^ and fireplace. Hie ruins look Impressive
